4. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications.— The method of re- 
cruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in Columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications. — (1) No person, who has more than one wife livins or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void

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by reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post; and (2) No woman, whose marriage is void by 
reason of the husband having a wife living at the time of such marriage, or who 
has married a person who has a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall 
be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Powers to relax — Where the Central Government Is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, and In consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class or category of persons 
or post.

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to Relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons

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EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

12 posts of Civilian Staff Officers (Ordnance) Class II (Gazetted) were sanc- 
tioned with effect from the 1st May, 1964, In the Establishment of Ordnance 
Services Directorate, Army Headquarters. The scale of pay prescribed for the 
post was Rs. 740—30 — 800 — 35 — 900. 

2. A new Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Scheme was introduced 
with effect from the 1st March, 1968. The scale of pay prescribed for the post of 
Civilian Staff Officer belonging to the above scheme Is Rs. 740 — 30—800—50 — 1150. 
Since the duties of the posts of Civilian Staff Officers (Ordnance) and that of 
Civilian Staff Officer belonging to the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service 
Scheme were the same, the scale of pay of the post of Civilian Staff Officer 
(Ordnance) was also revised to Rs. 740—30—800—50 — 1150 with effect from the 
1st March, 1968, and the post was consequently classified as Class I with effect 
from the same date vide Government of India, Ministry of Defence letter No. 
43752/MG/ OS 20/4809/D (Civ-1) dated the 5th June, 1968. 

3. The existing incumbents of the post have also been appointed to the up- 
graded Class I post of Civilian Staff Officer (Ordnance) with effect from 1st March, 
1968, or the date they assumed charge of the post whichever was later after 
obtaining approval of the Union Public Service Commission. 

4. It Is hereby certified that the retrospective operation of these rules will not 
adversely affect the interest of any one in the service.

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Now therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with 
clauses (a) and (b) of sub-section (2) of Section 280 of the Cantonments Act,

Rules 

1- These rules may be called the Cantonment Land Administration (Amendment) 
Rules, 1970; 

2. In the Cantonment Land Administration Rules, 1937 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules) — 

(a) Rule 26 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) of that rule and, In the 

sub-rule as so renumbered, the proviso shall be omitted; 

(b) after that sub-rule as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be 

inserted as sub-rule (2), namely: — 

"(2) A lease may also be granted under sub-rule (1) in respect of any site, 
in whole or in part, already occupied by virtue of a grant given on 
different terms, if the grantee duly surrenders the grant-’’ 

3. Rule 27 of the said Rules shall be omitted. 

4. In sub-rule (1) of rule 28 of the said Rules, after the words “has been duly 
confirmed”, the words and figures "or where it has been decided to grant a lease 
under Rule 26” shall be inserted.
